It’s a stunning blow and “be- 
low the belt.” The assessors of 
Northfield bave announced a tax 


rate for this year of 836 per 
thousand, high enough to take 
our breath, away and _ high 
enough to make our pocketbooks 
squeal. Perhaps it is just what 
we deserve for at the annual 
meeting of the town last Febru- 
ary there seemed to be an entire 
willingness to vote anything and 
everything that was requested 
and even increase some appro- 
priations without reason, and 
this attitude was assumed in 
spite of the fact that statements 
have been made _ prophecying 
that the state commitments would 
be lower for some time to come. 
The appropriations voted last 
town meeting amounted to $86,- 
652.50 probably the highest 
amount ever so voted. State taxes 
amounted to enough to bring the 
total to. $96,543.57 a tidy sum to 
be raised by a community whose 
population has remained quite 
stationary for some years. 
_Three dollars isn’t much of an 
increase over the rate of last 
year of 333, but it’s: enough to 
make it difficult for taxpayers 
with limited income to meet 
their obligations and exist. 
Then again if we are going to 
higher taxes it will prove unfor- 
tunate. Citizens will not want to 
buy or build homes, even make 
repairs‘and thus Northfield pro- 
gress will be hindered. Eventu- 
ally high taxes will concern the 
rent payer.

EDITORIAL 


June 14 is Flag Day. 
It is more: it is the one hun- 
dredth and sixtieth anniversary 


of the adoption of the American 
national emblem by the Conti- 
neptal Congress on that memor- 
able fourteenth day of June, 1777. 

“We take,’ ’said General Wash- 
ington in approving the Stars and 
Stripes as the official flag of the 
United States of America, “the 
stars from Heaven, the red from 
our mother country, separating 
it by white stripes, thus showing 
that we have separated from her, 
and the white shall go down to 
posterity representing Liberty.”
